NOTE: There are no houses provided with external standpipes only. 


Over 99% of the houses in the Rural District are supplied from the 
public mains. Of the twelve parishes in the district ten are supplied 
by the Mid Kent Water Company and two by the Folkestone and District 
Water Company. 


Seventeen samples of water were taken from the mains supply, and 
all of these proved to be highly satisfactory on examination. 
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Drainage and Sewerage 


Work proceeded gn the Kingsdown, Ringwould and St. 
Margaret's-at-Cliffe Sewerage Scheme, The Langdon Sewerage 
Scheme (which includes Martin, Martin Mill and East Langdon) 
was commenced. Both of these schemes will discharge into 
the Deal Borough Sewers, There are four main sewerage systems 
in operation serving Capel-le-Ferne, Whitfield, Shepherdswell, 
Coldred, Lydden, part of Temple Hwell with River, and a small 
part of Guston. These systems discharge into the sewers of the 
adjoining Local Authorities of D-ver and Folkestone. 


Otherwise sewage is disposed of by cesspools, septic 
tanks, pail closets and chemical closets, 


The supervision of the conversion of existing drainage 
systems to main drainage is under the control of the Surveyor and 
Senior Public Health Inspector. A restricted free emptying service 
of cesspool and pail closets is operated by the Council by direct 
labour.

There are ten sites licensed in the district for the 
summer months: Viz. Capole-le-Ferne - six; Hougham-Without = two; 
Martin Mill (Langdon) - one; Whitfield - one. Two sites at 
Capel-le-Ferne are licensed for a total of twenty-two caravans 
for the winter months. These sites are kept under regular 
supervision and are generally well operated and controlled. An 
influx of tents during August is a problem on some sites. 


Work continued on a number of sites to bring them up to the 
standards required by the Council's conditions of licence under the 
Caravan Sites and Control of Development Act, 1960 but this progress 
has been slow and formal action may have to be considered in some 
Casese 
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HOUS ING 


Further progress with slum clearance in accordance with 
the Council's programme was made during the year, formal action 
in respect of five unfit houses being taken under the Housing 
Act, 1957. In many other cases, some the subject of action under 
the Housing Acts in previous years, owners were enabled to repair 
and improve their properties thus preserving valuable housing units. 


No houses were demolished during the year, 


In addition, three other properties were inspected for housing 
defects during the year and dealt with by informal action as required, 


In connection with discretionary improvement grants, 13 
schemes for improvement were submitted to the Council. All the 
schemes were approved. Total costs on the 13 schemes amounted to 
£15,908 ds. Ad. and the grants to £3,683 10s. Od. Six schemes 
were completed during the year. Eleven schemes were submitted to 
the Council for standard improvement grants, all were approved. The 
maximum grant permitted on the schemes amounted to £1,353 Os. Od. 


Three hundred and seventeen houses were completed by private 
enterprise during the year and one hundred and eighteen were under 
construction at the end of the year, 


Sixteen houses were built by the Council during the year and 


four houses, four flats and eight maisonettes were under construction 
at the end of the year.

Sixteen Pasteurised milk samples were taken, all the samples 
were found to be satisfactory. One sample of cream was also taken 
during the year. This failed to satisfy the MethyIene Blue test. 


Shops Act, 1950 


Regular inspections of shops were made, and any necessary 
instructions given in regard to the requirements of the Act. No 
formal action was taken. 


Food and Drugs Act, 1955 


Under Section 16(1)(a) of the above Act, sixty premises are 
registered for the sale of ice-cream, and under Section 16(1)(b) 
five premises are registered. The types of premises registered 
under Section 16(1)(a) are Cafes 43 Shops 423 Camps 6; Public 
Houses 73 N.A.A.F.1I. 13 and under Section 16(1)(b) Cafe 1; Shops 
23; Butchers Shops 2. 


No samples of ice cream were submitted for bacteriological 
examination during the year, 


Forty-five visits were made during the year to registered 
food premises and food shops in the district, The generd standard 
was satisfactory and no formal action had to be taken. Special 
investigations were carried out in regard to complaints of a meat 
pie affected by mould and of a tin of peas containing a beetle. 
In both cases after full consideration of the circumstances, Council 
decided to take no legal action but the retailers were informed of 
the serious nature of the complaints. 


Foodstuffs condemned during 1965

All food condemned is surrendered to the Public Health Inspector 
and removed to one of the Council's refuse tips where it is buried. 
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The shops continued to return most unsound foodstuffs to 
the wholesaler without calling in the Local Authority, which 
accounts for the small amount condemned during the year. 


Food Poisoning 


Seven notifications of suspected food poisoning were received 
during the year and all were subsequently accepted as confirmed cases, 
although in one small family outbreak the causative agent was not 
identified. This incident affected four members of a family of five, 
the patients all suffering from sickness followed by diarrhoea, 
Investigation revealed that. the only common food consumed by the 
four affected (and not by the unaffected member of the family was 
cooked beef and that the interval between ingestion and the onset 
of the symptoms was approximately twelve hours. Faeces specimens from 
four patients and the one family contact were negative for pathogenic 
organisms, as was a sample of the cooked beef; in view of the nature 
and clinical features of the illness the cases were regarded as 


"yresumptive toxin food poisoning, agent not identified". 


Two of the remaining three notifications concerned twin sisters 
aged 13 months, who were ill on arrival at a holiday camp in the district 
and later admitted to the Infectious Diseases Hospital, Faeces investigation 
revealed S.heidelberg infection, which was also confirmed in the two 
parents who remained symptom free, This infection obviously occurred 
prior to the family leaving to come to this area and, although the origin 
and preparation of the food causing the illness could not be pin-pointed, it 
is assumed that the illness originated from skinless sausages, probably 
insufficiently cooked, and consumed at the family's home on the day prior 
to travelling, 


The last case was an isolated infection of a boy aged three years who 
was taken il] journeying home with his parents from a continental holiday; 
no other member of the family was affected. S. enteritidis was isolated 
from the patient's stool. 


Diseases of Animals (Waste Foods) Order, ODL 


It was not possible to visit all licensed premises during the year but 
those inspected were found to be satisfactory. 


Shops, Offices and Railway Premises Act, 1963 


At the end of the year 38 premises had registered by completing 
form 0.5.R.1. required by the above-mentioned Actes It was not possible 
to make much progress in respect of inspections under the Act but it is 
hoped to visit most of the registered premises during 1966. It will then
